BLOOOr FIGHT WITH LUNATIC 


Newark Man Who is Believed Fatally 


Hurt is a Well Known Piano 


Salesman. 


James D. Van Atta, a piano sales- 


man oi this city, was probably fatally 
injured, Harry White of Jackson, O., 
was killed, Elmer McNeal, a Jackson 
coal miner, was mortally wounded, 
and Jas. E. Kinnison, superintendent 
of the Jackson-schools,, was seriously 
hurt Sunday when McNeal became in- 
sane and began shooting on a trolley 
car. 
A sanguinary battle was fought 


with a desperate lunatic, the trolley 
car being made a shambles. 


James D. Van Atta, the piano sales- 


man mentioned in the telegraphic dis- 
patches from Jackson, is well known 
in Newark. He is a. son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. F. VanAtta, who lives in the 
village of Vanatta, five miles -north 
of Newark, 


For two or three years, Mr. VanAt- 


ta conducted the agency for the Bald- 
win Piano company, in a store room 
just west of the Trinity 
church 
in 


East Main street. This store was 
closed about two years

injured man, was notified Sunday aft- 
ernoon by a telegram from the physi- 
cians who have charge of Mr. Van- 
Atta at Jackson. The message mere- 
ly stated that Mr. Van Atta had been 
mortally wounded and 
thai "if 
she 


wished to see him alive to come at 
once. 


Although she had filed a suit for di- 


vorce in^ the Probate "court .here; 
charging her husband 
with 
cruelty 


and infidelity, Mrs. Van Atta at once 
left for the scene of the tragedy. She 
left the city'on a 4 o'clock car, going 
to Columbus. 


It was thought she could not get 


out of Columbus until Monday morn- 
ing owing to poor connections with 
railroad trains south.

Jones and Miss Clara Van Atta, sis- 
ters of Mr. Van Atta, left Monday 
morning for Jackson to be at the side 
of the injured man.

equitable relief.. The grounds men- 
tioned in the petition were sensational 
and it was also charged that he would 
absent himself from home for two or 
three weeks at a time.

McNeal 
gathered himself together and ran to 
the rear end, where, drawing another 
revolver, he attempted to shoot his 
sweetheart. The hammer snapped on 
an empty cartridge, however. Weath- 
erwax, in the meantime, had rushed to 
the rear platform. When he reached 
it he was promptly covered by Mc- 
Neal's other pistol and gruftly ordered 
to stand. 


Weatherwax's 
interruption, how- 


ever, momentarily as it was, doubtless 
saved the girl's life. 
Taking advant- 


age of the new element in the field, 
she slipped from the car and raced to 
the house of David Leach, not far dis- 
tant. 
MeNeai pursued her, but she 


gained the friendly door first ancl was 
admitted by Mr. Leach, who attracted 
by the firing on the ear, had come out, 
armed.

BLOODY TRAGEDY 


A NEWARK MAN 


AMONG VICTIMS

Jackson, O., Dec. 30.—Consumed by 


a sudden desire to shed men's blood, 
Elmer McNeal, a coal miner living in 
this city, created a reign of terror up- 
on a Hocking Valley traction car, Sun- 
day, and left behind him, when he 
was finally driven out, a car that re- 
sembled a shambles. One man was 
dead and two were wounded, one so 
badly that he will die as the result 
of operations. 
He, himself, continu- 


ing on his path of wanton violence, at- 
tempted the life of his 
sweetheart, 


Blanch Dixon, and was later himself 
shot and fatally wounded by Charles 
Levifay of Jackson, after Sheriff Ev- 
ans and Police Officer 
AA'agner 
had 


vainly endeavored to place him under 
arrest. 


The traction car for AVellston that 


left here at 1-30 p: m Sunday, con- 
tained nine passengers. 
They wer° 


Superintendent ot School? James E 
Kinnison, Harry and John 
White, 


brothers, and 
Elmer 
McNeal and 


Blanch Dixon. his fiancee, all of this 
city: .1. D. Van Atta of Newark, H-iny 


Miss Dixon, who did not accompany it. 
He, armed with his pistol, hung onto 
McNeal's trail and followed him on 
foot to the spot where was rendered 
the finale to the scenes of bloodshed 
and horror that had been enacted on 
the car. 


When the car readied town, Young- 


man notified the police, and 
Officer 


Wagner accompanied by Sheriff 
Ev- 


ans, started out to look for McNeal. 
They first saw him abou/ a quarter of 
a mile from the scene of the tragedy. 
They opened fire on him. Fifteen shots 
were fired but none of these took ef- 
fect. With their guns empty, the two 
men kept advancing upon the desper- 
ate man, AVagner calling, at the same 
time, upon Charles Levifay to come to 
their assistance. 
As McNeal raised his pistol to fire 
at AVagner, Levifay fired twice. Both 
bullets took effect. 
One struck 
the 


madman under the left eve; the other 
tore a great hole in his lef*- breast. 
McNenl pitched forward or. his face 
and AVagner ancl.Evans conveyed him 
to the tindertaking establishment of 
C. A. AA'-QOd, where he now lies. 


The remains of Harry AA'hite. who 


was killed during the struggle between 
Kinnison and McNeal. were conveyed 
to his late home. Prof. Kinnison was 
also taken home and medical atten- 
tion summoned. His wounds, while 
painful, are not necessarily fatal. 


J. D. Van At*a's wound is one that 


will probablv' result fatally, although 
the attending physicians declare that 
he has a fighting chance for his life. 


There can be no explanation for the 


murderous spirit that prompted Mc- 
Neal to attempt Prof. Kinnison's life 
unless it be tha* he had a suddon re- 
currence of the insanity, which, tv\o 
years and a half ago, sent him to the 
asvlum at Athens. 
Af1er remaining 


there lor six months he was discharged 
as cured. Coming back he obtained 
vvoik in the mines. He had been in- 
dustrious and frugal and had showed 
no evidence of recurring insanity and 
made his home in a shanty on thaf 
company's property. 
Of late he has j

devotes consideiable space 
defense and an explanation of the 
course of the war department in 


connection with the discharge without 
honor of the battalion of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry (colored), which was sta- 
tioned at Brownsville, Tex., last sum- 
mer. The secretary details the events 
of the night of Aug. 13. involving the 
"shooting up" of the town of Browns- 
ville by anywhere from nine to twen- 
ty members of this battalion. He 
states that last June objections were 
made to the stationing of this battal- 
ion at Fort Brown by a resident of 
Brownsville in a letter transmitted to 
the -war department throagh Senator 
C. A. Culberson of Texas. After ex- 
plaining in a letter to the senator why 
the negro troops were sent to Browns- 
yille despite the protests of citizens 
of that place the secretary proceeds: 


"The battalion was accordingly sent 


to Fort Brown in command of Major 
C. W. Penrose and arrived there July 
28, 1906. Soon after its arrival unfor- 
tunate differences arose between the 
enlisted men and some townspeople. 
As is usual in such cases, there was 
contradictory evidence as to the cause 
for the troubles, though they were 
doubtless dueT>rimarily to the resent- 
^ ment of certain of the townspeople at 


the proximity of a negro battalion. 
The "feeling of the enlisted men was 
also aroused by a discrimination in- 
sisted on in most of the saloons of the 
town, in which separate bars were 
provided for them. No serious injury 
(was done to any of the colored sol- 
diers, although on* of them was knock- 
ed down by a government omcial nam- 
ed Tate with a clubbed revolver for 
Jostling his wife, as he charged, and 
another was pushed off a gangplank 
by a customs inspector Into the mud 
of the Rio Grande because drunk and 
disorderly, as It was claimed. 


"On the 12th of August it was re- 


ported in Brownsville that a white 
'iwoman was seized by the hair by u 
colored soldier and dragged on the 
ground. This report among the towns- 
people caused great bitterness and ex- 
citement of feeling, which gave such 
concern to the officers of the battalion 
that on the night of the same day they 
sent patrols into the town to bring 
back their soldiers to the fort. A few 
minutes after 12 o'clock midnight of 
the next day, Aug. 13—i. e., on the 
morning of Aug. 14—shots were fired 
hi the fort toward the town from the 
neighborhood of each barrack of the 
three companies. The fort is really in 
the town and only separated from the 
houses by a wall. The first shots seem 
to have been fired in the air. Imme- 
diately afterward a number of men, 
variously estimated from nine to twen- 
ty, climbed over the wall between the 
fort and the town. There was much 
direct evidence that these men were 
colored soldiers in khaki and blue 
Bhirts, carrying the*new service rifle. 
From seventy-five to a hundred car- 
tridge shells and used clips and some 
nndiscbarged cartridges were found 
upon the streets of the town the next 
morning, and Major Penrose, com-

•"jWird —Instead of giving to their offi- 


cers or to the military inspectors who 
were directed to make the examination 
the benefit of am thing which the\ knew 
tending to lead to a con\iction of the 
guilty perbons, there was a conspiracy 
of silence on the part of the man> who 
must ha\e known something of impor- 
tance in this regard Thus tne murderers 
were taken back into the ba'talion and 
protected entirely from punishment. 


"Under these circumstances the ques- 


tion arises. Is the government help- 
less? Must it continue in its service a 
battalion many of the members of 
which show their willingness to con- 
done a crime of a capital character 
committed by from ten to twenty of its 
members and put on a front of silence 
and ignorance which enables the crim- 
inals to escape just punishment. These 
enlisted men took the oath of alle- 
giance to the government and were to 
be used under the law to maintain its 
supremacy. Can the government prop- 
erly, therefore, keep in its employ for 
the purpose of maintaining law and or- 
der any longer a body of men from 5 to 
10 per cent of whom can plan and com- 
mit mnrder and rely upon the silence 
of a number of their companions to 
escape detection?

Penalty For Conspiracy of Silence. 
"Since the occurrence e\ery effort 


has been uiude by the commissioned 
odiceis and by competent military in- 
spectors sent lor the purpose through 
crois examination ot each member of 
the company who was present in the 
fort that night to find sumo cle\v by 
which the enlisted men who commit- 
ted this crime could be detected, and 
not the slightest evidence tending to 
establish the identity of a single man 
has been forthcoming. All the enlisted 
men of the battalion were advised that 
if evidence was not forthcoming lead- 
ing to the identification of those who 
Blanned and committed these murders 
and attempted murders it would be- 
come necessary to discharge all the 
men present at Fort Brown that night 
without honor and to bar them from 
re-enlistment in the army or service in 
the navy or in the civil seivice. 


"Inspector General Garlington then 


examined every man who came with- 
in the operation of the proposed order 
and was entirely unable to elicit a sin- 
gle circumstance leading to the identi- 
fication of the murderers. lie became 
convinced that there v.-ns a conspiracy 
of silence m the battalion to protect 


s. and, while he conceded 
li-rht be a number of men 


innocent both of the 


crime and of suppression of evidence, 
he deemed it necessary in the interest 


the good of the service to rec- 


any circumstances which will aid 


in their detection, though this cannot 
be true of many. Because there may be 
innocent men in the battalion must the 
government continue to use it to guard 
communities of men, women and chil- 
dren when it contains BO dangerous an 
element impossible of detection? Cer- 
tainly not. The only means .of ridding 
the military service of a band of would 
be murderers of women and children 
and actual murderers of one man is 
the discharge of the entire battallion. 


"It is a mistake to suppose that this 


order is in itself a punishment either 
of the innocent or of the guilty. A 
discharge would be an utterly inade- 
quate punishment for those who are 
gnilty whether of committing the mur- 
der or of withholding or suppressing 
evidence which would disclose the per- 
petrators of such a crime. The use 
of the word penaltv in the proceedings 
is a mere misnomer and is unfortu- 
nate. The dismissal from the service 
of the members of this battalion under 
the circumstances is not a punishment, 
however great the hardship. 
There 


is a dismissal technically known as a 
dishonorable discharge, which is only 
imposed by sentence by a court. This 
is a punishment. But the members of 
this battalion were not dishonorably 
discharged. They could not have been 
so discharged except after a trial. 
They were dischaiged for the good of 
the service, as the technical phrase is, 
'without honor.'

That recom- 
mendation is full of sound.

mere recommendation which Con- 
gress may ignore as it did at the last 
eession in its failure to enact a law. 
The President would 
have 
accom- 


plished more for clean politics had he 
been' more insistent in his demand 
that the money he returned for the 
benefit of polcyholdcrs 
which 
was 


contributed by the big insurance com- 
'panjes to the 
Republican 
National 


campaign committee, the 
chairman 


of which was and is George B. Cor- 
telyou, a member of the cabinet when 
•the President selected him to conduct 
his campaign two years ago. Cor- 
telyou was secretary of commerce 
and- labor, the new cabinet position, 
when Roosevelt picked him 
for na- 


tional chairman. Cortelyou resigned 
from the cabinet long enough to con- 
duct the Roosevelt campaign. 
That 


over he re-entered 
the 
cabinet as 


postmaster general and now he is 
shifted to secretary of the treasury. 
a proomtion, a sort of premium upon 
his neglect or refusal so far to meet 
the demand of Roosevelt 
that the 


insurance money 
be 
returned. 
It 


will be recalled that Roosevelt issued 
a statement 
to the 
people of the 


country vehemently denying that cor- 
poration money was being solicited, 
contributed and used In his behalf in 
the 1904 campaign. That statement 
followed the charges of Judge Alton 
B. Parker, the Democratic nominee. 
and the unmerciful criticism of Cor- 
telyou whose calls upon corporations 
-were denounced in the newspapers as 
scandalous. 
The demand that 
the 


money be returned 
has never been 


heeded, and the Republican national 
committee is said to have a pretty 
good surplus and is in position to 
pay back. Cortelyou was taken back 
into the cabinet and he is promoted 
about the time the President asks the 
enactment of a law to prevent kthe 
corporations from giving 
any more 


money to campaign funds, such 
as 


Cortelyou's 
committee received. 
If 


President Roosevelt had 
intimated 


to Mr. Cortelyou that his remaining 
"in the cabinet or promotion depended 
upon his heeding the demand for the 
return of the money there would not 
now be as large a surplus in

Mr. Bryan in his Madison Square 


Garden speech 
advocated a Federal 


income tax. Mr. Roosevelt in 
his 


message to Congress advocates both 
a Federal income tax and a Federal 
inheritance tax, "when next our sys- 
tem of taxation is revised," — in the 
opinion of The World excellent and 
just measures. 


Mr. Bryan advocates publicity of 


campaign contributions and expendi- 
tures and a law forbidding corpora- 
tion contributions 
to any political 


party. Mr. Roosevelt renews his for- 
mer recommendation that Congress 
enact sych a law. 


Mr. Bryan urged the enforcement 


of the criminal clause of the Sher- 
man law against trusts. Mr. Roose- 
velt asks for the right of appeal iu 
such criminal cases on questions of 
law, holding that it is absurd to per- 
mit a single district judge to declare 
a law of Congress 
unconstitutional 


against what might be the judgment 
of an immense majority of his col- 
leagues on the bench, and then deny 
to the Government the right to have 
the Supreme court definitely 
decirlc j den speech. 
He favors 
the 


ihe question. Mr. Roosevelt also fa-jdrawal of the government coal lands. 


Ownership in such lands 
would re- 


main in the 
United States, 
which 


compulsory acceptance 
of the find- 


ings. Mr. Roosevelt urges the ap- 
pointment of a judicial commission 
of investigation and conciliation 
to

•.Mr. Bryan declared that the Phil- 
ippines should be dealt with after the 
manner of Cuba.

new government is inaugurated in a 
peaceful, orderly fashion the provi- 
sional government in Cuba will come 
to an end, but nobody knows whsn 
that will be. 
Mr. Bryan's -wish has 


been fulfilled inversely. 
Both, how- 


ever, favor free trade for the Philip- 
pines, or at least a greatly reduced 
tariff. 


Mr. Bryan insisted that the navy 


should not be employed in the collec- 
tion" of private lebts. Mr. Roosevelt 
deprecates such use of the navy and 
is in moral sympathy with the resolu- 
tion adopted at the Rio conference 
recommending that the question be 
submitted to a second peace confer- 
ence at The Hague. 


Mr. Roosevelt makes important 


recommendations relating to many 
questions which Mr. Bryan did not 
discuss in the Madison Square Gar- 
with-

lution in these many years. It is a 
serious problem, by no means to be 
treated flippantly. 


The affair of the Japanese and the 


Ban Francisco public schools is mere- 
ly a manifestation of the extraordinary 
ticklish-ness of the whole proposition. 
The Japanese are a people peculiarly 
sensitive. In this they are in direct 
contrast to the Chinese, to whom they 
are related in some degree by blood in- 
herited from an ancient past. 
Your 


heathen Chinese shrinks only from a 
blow, caring little for a passive insult, 
but your Japanese gentleman possesses 
a sense of dignity which through long 
centuries has been cultivated to a cult, 
and if you look slantwise at him it is 
as bad as stepping on his toes. 


Excessively Polite. 


The Japanese sense of dignity is per- 


haps his strongest racial characteris- 
tic. 
It accounts for his extreme po- 


liteness, a politeness which the Cau- 
casian sometimes considers obsequious- 
ness,. But from the Japanese view- 
point there is nothing cringing In his 
bowing and scraping and kotowing and 
his employment of superlative terms 
of veneration. These things are a part 
qf his education, of the education of 
bis ancestors from immemorial ages. 


These reasons apply 


more particularly to the Japanese than 
to the Chinese, because there are so 
many Japanese youths nearly 
full 


grown who want to go to school. Par- 
ents object to having their little girls 
and boys of tender years sit alongside 
big fellows from Nippon, in many in- 
stances believed to be more than eight- 
een years old. It is quite probable that 
they"1 would object to white youths of 
the corresponding maturity for obvious 
reasons. What the young Japanese 
chiefly want to learn is English, and

:UutiI her death a year ago his aged 
mother, ninety years old, lived with 
fcim. One day Mr. Miller and his 
mother had occasion to ride down the 
tills to the town. ' A young Japanese 
bitched the horse to the buggy. He

the Japanese observed that the 


poet's legs, which are handsomely long, 
were hanging outside the buggy bed.

Not Americans, but Subjects of Japan. 


There is growing up in California a 


line of Japanese communities in the 
midst of white communities. The Japs 
have their own banks, their own shops, 
their own clubs. They are not citizens 
of the United States, but subjects of 
Japan. They come over, in fact, to ac- 
quire occidental culture and occidental 
cash, returning to apply these two con- 
venient commodities to the glory of 
Kippon and to their own personal ad- 
vancement in the land of flowers.
